Speeding theACails. 


I have heard the hope expressed that 
the proposed air lines connecting Cork, 
Dublin and Belfast with Northern 
England and Scotland shall be utilised to 
speed up the Post Office services. Such a 
step would effect a very considerable 
saving of time, with resultant benefit to 
commerce throughout the country. During 
a recent visit to the North (writes a corre- 
spondent) 1 noticed another effective aid 
to the existing postal services at work. 
Several of the "buses on which I travelled 
were fitted with letter-boxes in which 
letters were deposited from time to time. 
Country folk with letters to despatch 
waited at the end of their “ loanins “ for 
the approaching "bus. The conductor took 
the letters without bringing the vehicle to 
a stand-still; so that this service, which 
apparently is given without charge, caused 
no appreciable delay. At the several 
mills and factories which were passed, 
clerks appeared with bundles of letters, 
and I was impressed with the advantages 
which acerue from this convenience. 
Many toncerns save a whole day’s delay 
by this means in outgoing mails, though 
they have still to rely on the accustomed 
postman for incoming advices. Of late 
years my journeyings throughout the 
South and West have been greatly cur- 
tailed, «and I do not know whether this 
simple scheme for speeding up postal com- 
munication has yet been adopted there.

-In a glen not very far from the city, 
on a day last week, I was interested to 
see one of the smallest birds that has ever 
come my way. It was a young wren, with 
the light-coloured gaping mouth, or rather, 
beak, that marks the juvenile bird.

MENACE TO YOUTH. 

Brother Crehan said that sex Ma. and 
eugenics were bound to poison the rising 
generation if they became a prominent part 
of the health teaching in schools. The teach- 
ing of eugenics-hygiene was a mental 
denial of human-rights. It took no account 
of man’s rights and man’s obligations. . 

With some of them, perhaps, he said, the 
pronouncements of the Pope did not carry 
much weight. The Pope had, however, a vast 
experience which was available to no one 
else, and he had forbidden the introduction 
of sex education in Catholic schools. He had 
opposed them on material grounds and on 
sound philosophy. It would better to get 
the parents and give them a hygienic educa- 
tion. 
Were these mattérs leading to the improve- 
ment of the race? With regard to the 
deliberations of the conference, representative 
of countries from all oer the world, it 
occurred to him that there seemed to be no 
idea that there was such a thing as a 
Providence “ which shapes our ends rough 
hew them as we may.” 


INTEREST IN BIOLOGY. 
Courses in biology, Miss Munroe’s paper 
had said, were attended by all students in 
recent years in increasing numbers of col- 
leges, though in by no means all colleges. 
Those courses were generally taken in the 
first term. The processes of cell division, the 
main functions of the animal body, including 
reproduction, together with elementary 
notiens of evolutions and hereditary were 
included. Such a course usually included a 
consideration of sex hygiene and social 
hygiene. ' 

The elder girls at secondary schools were 
trained in the care of infants. 

Students’ outdoor activities included boat- 
ing, swimming, gardening, walks and hockey. 
In some girls’ schools cricket had been intro- 
duced.

As regards the subject of a 
bounty, it was: not considered that, having 
regard to all the eircumstances, and more 
especially the fact that no tariff had been 
placed by the British authorities on the umn- 
port of that article, such payment was at 
present, called for. He understood, however, 
that the prices of wool had recently advanced.

UNEMPLOYED. 


SHORTER HOURS 
CLAIM.

tions in newly-started industries in the 

Free State were among the subjects dis- 
cussed when the annual meeting of the Irish 
Trades’ Union Congress was resumed at 
Killarney to-day. Mr. Sean P. Campbell, 
Dublin, rented 

Mr. W. MecMullep, Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, Belfast, moved a 
resolution deprecating the continual in- 
activity of the Northern Ireland and Free 
State Governments in their failure adequately 
Lo meet the needs of the unemployed workers, 
and stating that if private industry could not 
provide work it had an obligation to provide 
adequate maintenance. The motien urged 
Government action and called for democratic 
organisation and reconstruction of industry, 
so that the right to work should be 
guaranteed. The motion further condemned 
the wage-reduction policy. 

‘One reason fo. the failure of both Irish 
Governments to deal more adequately with 
the unemployment problem was their inability 
or disinclination to observe the fact that, as 
long as industry remained in private hands it 
was impossible to absorb the unemployed,” 
declared. Mr. McMullen. ‘‘ In the North we 
are generally told that if certain outside 
matters were adjusted economic conditions 
would be satisfactory. In the Free State 
we are told that, were it not for 
the economic ‘war’ the policy of building 
up industries would be sufficient to absorb 
the unemployed. 1 think that Congress will 
disagree with both viewpoints. Adequate 
standards and unemployment benefit must be 
paid in both parts of the country.” 

Mr. T. W. Boyd, Belfast, seconding, said 
that the tendency.jn administering unemploy- 
ment benefit was to cut it down in the case 
of single persons to such a degree that it 
was almost impossible for them to live. That 
tendency would result in serious social evils, 
and the cumulative effect would be a crisis 
in the near future. 


“A CRYING EVIL.” 


Miss L. Bennett, Women Workers’ Union, 
Dublin, said that a favourite method of 
reducing wages was by the employment of 
cheap lekour of women and young girls. 
That practice was spreading in the Free 
State, and she had no doubt that the same 
applied to Northern Ireland. ‘the trade 
union movement should have a campaign to 
secure that women’s wages be largely in- 
creased. It was a crying evil in Dublin that 
there was a lack of work for men and that 
women were supporters of families. 


PRESIDENT’S ATTITUDE, 


Mr. Eamonn Lynch, Secretary, Nationa! 
Executive, referring to the joint deputation 
of the National Executive ee Labour Party. 
which submitted to Mr. de Valera a scheme 
for dealing with the unemployed who were 
not in benefit, said that, while Mr. de 
Valera was sympathetic in respect of 
the claims of the wnemployed, he did 
not seem to be clear m his own mind as to 
what should be done to remedy the position. 
They had learned that the Free State Govern- 
ment intended to do something in regard to 
the matter, but they felt that 1t would not 
be along the right lines, and Labour should 
impress on the Government the necessity of 
providing productive work and not doles or 
monetary relief. Despite the fact that new 
industries were springing up, they must 
realise that the mass of the unemployed 
would not be absorbed in these industries. 
The workers shoyld be just back on the land 
or elsewhere where they could be employed.

INSURANCE ACTS.

inclusion of all grades of workers drawin 
wages or salaries, and for the insurance of a 
workers against sickness and unemployment 
from the date on which they enter industry.

He would not like it to 
go forth that, those who were in sheltered 
positions, refused to contribute to their more 
unfortunate brethren.

HOME AND SCHOOL 
PROBLEMS. . 


JOINT meeting of the Department of 
Home and Co-operation was 
held last night in the Mansion House, 

Dublin, M. Georges Milsom, Paris, presiding. 
subject discussed was health education 
throughout the world and the importance of 


it in the ary school system. 

Mr, S. 3 Evans, the High School, Dublin, 
read reports from Mrs, Lucas Jean, 
secretary of the Health section, and from 
Mrs. H. A. Reeve, Philadelphia, chairman of 
the Home and Schooi section. 

Dr. Turner, in his report, stated that the 
labours of the Department of Health con- 
tributed to the health of the children of the 
world and. in some “measure, to international 
understanding and good-will through the 
joint efforts of professional people in the pro- 
motion of child health. Their work had 
been handicapped by lack of funds, and there 
seemed to be no remedy for their financial 
difficulties. 

Mrs. Lucas Jean, in her report, stated that 
the ¢health section, which had _ functioned 
since the formation of the Federation, had 
kept one purpose clearly in view—namely, 
the promotion of health through the schools 
of the world. It was not possible to evaluate 
the work accomplished, but the daily com- 
munications received from all quarters of the 
world indicated an increased interest and 
belief on the part of educationalists, health 
and civic leaders in the theory that the health 
of the people could be achieved through the 
schools. It was regrettable that it. had been 
practically impossible to secure an answer to 
the hundreds of letters sent out by the secre- 
tary of the section to officers of educational 
associations requesting co-operation. 

Mrs. Reeve stated that one of the features 
of the progress in their health work in the 
past year had been the question of health 
examination. Not so Jong; ago it was .con- 
sidered an insult for a school teacher to 
examine in the matter of health. That was 
regarded as the business of the parent. They 
believed that the health examinations were 
absolutely thrown away unless in some way 
the co-operation of the parent was secured, 
so that the advice given in the school might 
be followed up in the home. 


CASE OF PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 


Dr. J. A. Harbison (County Medical Officer 
of Health, Dublin County) read a paper, in 
the course of which he stated that the aim of 
waPieng ty medicine was to establish public 

ealth by the daily practice of the principles 
of hygiene. To achieve this the training of 
our youth in the laws of personal hygiene 
and the cultivation by them of healty 
habits should he recognised as a 
fundamental principle of all education. 
There was to-day an increasing enthusiasm 
for health education. With that had come 
a demand for a wider understanding among 
educators of the contribution which primary 
schools may make to the preservation and 
improvement of the national health. 

eduction in the mortality from many 
diseases, he said; will depend largely on 
@lucation, on personal ag well as official w- 
terest in health. Many factors on which in- 
dividual and community health depend, such 
as correct knowledge and habits with regard 
to eating, po dressing, exercise and 
general social behaviour are modifiable by 
education. Schools should create ideals in 
health and a desire for vigorous physique. 
In.the achievement of sound health there are 
Significant social, moral and spiritual conse- 
quences. The ideal of health is the realisa- 
tion of the highest physical. mental and 
spiritual possibilities of the individual. 
_In Ireland the subject has received only 
limited attention. Our State; which has pro- 
vided through one Department. the more ex- 
pensive part of the machinery for securing 
better child health—the school medical 
service—will surely not allow much of the 
results of that service to. be cramped by 
failure to provide at little expense its neces- 
sary corollary—health education, including 
physical education, which is a component 
part of health education, and is equally 
neglected in our schools. Not only in our 
schools, but in the teachers’ training colleges, 
the subject requires to be more extensively 
developed, 

In this country a variety of circumstances 
delayed t!.e production of much of our social 
legislation. Now that we are overtaking 
that our schools must take their proper part, 
by health education, to give legislation on 
health matters its full effect, 

In introducing such a programme, he said, 
there were difficulties, but they were not 
inoapere tie, and health training by aidin 
mental receptivity would ease the teachers 
burden instead of adding to it. He knew 
that many teachers were willing and anxious 
to help when proper. guidance and direction 
were forthcoming. 


HEALTH EXAMINATIONS. 


Dr. R. H. Crowley (Senior Medical Officer 
of Health, Board of Education for England 
and Wales) read a paper on “ Health 
Examinations,” with special reference to co- 
operation between the home and the school, 

e said that, while it was difficult to find 
common ground on the subject of health 
examination and education, the child itselj 
was much the same the world over. Responsi- 
bility for its care and nurture was divided 
between the parent and the State. Neither 
the realisation of the advantages nor the 
avoidance of the dangers could be achieved 
without the closest co-operation and inter- 


_action between the parent and the community, 


the bome and the school. With the growth 
and development during the past quarter of 
a century of the ' medical services in the 
schools there had. been a _ corresponding 
growth and*development in most countries in 
other branches of social services, which 
had necessarily modified and moulded 
the direction taken, and the results 
obtained by the school medical service. 

The most fundamental change of all was our 
conception of the rights of the child, and of 
the aim and purposes of its education, There 


te The basis of all medical 
supervision of the school child must neces- 
sarily be the full health examination of the 
child on its first admission .to the school. 
The interest and active co-operation of the 
— was algo necessary in this regard. 

ental, as well as physical, examination of 
children was necessary, Team-work on 
the part of all concerned in the 
education of the child would provide the key: 
to unlock the gateway to the path leading to- 
wards. a more abundant physical and mental 
life for the child throughout its school career, 
and later in its life, as a citizen and a worker. 
In England the general principles governing 
the service, and the periods at which ful 
perreces health examination was required were 
aid down by the National Board of Educa- 
tion. The actual carrying out of the work 
of health examinations and medical super- 
treatment was the direct responsibility of each 
one of 316 local education authorities for the 
63 county areas and 255 towns respectively. 
There should be no break in the continuity 
of health examinatnons and medical super- 
vision and care up to the age of eighteen, 
There could be nothing done for the welfare 
of the child in which the co-operation of the 
parent was absent,

MET WAITRESS. 

Fleming made the acquaintance of a young 
girl who was a waitress in a café in D'Oher 
street where He was in the habit of takin 
luncheon. Late in‘ 1929 he asked this gir 
to come out with him, and he brought her 
to a theatre. After that he frequently too’ 
her to picture houses and plays, and te 
Wicklow and other places. 

He represented himself to the girl as an 
unmarried man, and that he was living 
with his aunt at Carlingford read. Some 
time after this he suggested to the girl that 
they should get married. The late Mrs 
Fleming went to see a friend of hers wha 
was ill, and she was away from her own 
home two or three nights while attending 
him, The defendant brought the girl to his 
house in the absence of his wife. and she 
remained there with him for a night. Later 
on the defendant brought the girl to a 
jeweller’s shop to get rings, but, having 
ordered the rings, he never come back for 
them. 

Evidence, said counsel, would be gre 
that Mrs. Fleming was alive at 5 o'clock on 
the evening of July 26th, and that the defend- 
ant was arrested in the house of a Mr. Ryan, 
Clontarf road. Shortly before 7 o'clock 
that evening he was seen at the Bull Wail. 
and when he got to Ryan's he said that he 
had had a bathe at the Wall, that he was 
delayed there, as he had to lie down to dry 
himself, as he had no towel. The defendant, 
when charged, said that he knew nothing 
about the murder, and that he left his house 
about 4.30, leaving his wife there waiting 
for an insurance agent. Evidence would be 
given that stains of blood were found on 
his clothes. 


THE STATE EVIDENCE. 

Superintendent Richard O’Connell said that 
on the evening of the 26th July he went to 
48 Carlingford road, where he found the dead 
body of the woman in the sittingroom. The 
head was towards the door of the room. There 
was a shoe on the left foot, and the other 
shoe was under the body. The hair was 
matted with blood, and there was a large 
pool of blood on the floor. There was a strip 
of carpet under the legs, and its position was 
such that the person’s legs slipped on it and 
ushed the end of it against the wall. A 
rown silk beret was on the head, and it 
had cuts and marks of blood on it. There 
was a big deep incised wound over the left 
ear, another on the right brow, and a very 
deep wound on the top of the head, and on 
the right jaw. 

A pair of spectacles, lying on the face with 
one lens broken, were covered with blood. 
He found a garden shears and a couple of 
hammers, but there was no sign of blood on 
any of them. 


COURT CLEARED. 

Miss Rita Murtagh, of Kerwin street, was 
next examined, and during the hearing of her 
evidence the court was cleared of all persons 
who were not connected with the case. 

In answer to Mr. Haugh, she said that she 
was a waitress, and that she met the de- 
fendant about four years’ ago. In October, 
1929, he took her to the Abbey Theatre and 
other places of amusements, and they went 
for walks around Cabra. He told his real 
name, and said that he was living with his 
aunt. She was in the defendant’s house im" 
January, 1932, and was there again in August 
last year, she remained there that night.

Naval Armament s. 


While Mr. Arthur Henderson is making 
valiant, but futile, attempts to galvanise 
the moribund Disarmament Conference 
into some semblance of new life, events ars 
moving very rapidly in the world. States- 
men continue to keep up a pretence ol 
sincerity in the matter, but the plain truth 
is that disarmament is dead. Doubtless, 
there will be further meetings at Geneva ; 
doubtless, pious speeches will be made by 
well-meaning enthusiasts, but people have 
ceased to think in terms of disarmament, 
and the nation that refuses to recognise 
this unpalatable fact is likely to be left 
behind. For a few years after the 
Armistice there was a genuine movement 
towards disarmament, People were sick 
of war. There was the inevitable reaction 
against militarism in every shape and 
form, and even the most chauvinistic of 
politicians was forced to pay lip Service 
to the disarmament ideal, Good work 
was done at the Washington Conference, 
when Britain, Japan and the United 
States arrived at an important agreement 
regarding capital ships. Afterwards, at 
the London Conference, this pact was 
amplified, and, although the smaller naval 
Powers could not see eye to eye with the 
so-called ‘‘ Big Three,’’ valuable progress 
was made. Of course, the United States 
got by far the best of the bargain. In 1914 
their navy was almost negligible; yet 
seven years later at Washington they 
claimed, and were granted, complete 
equality with Great Britain, whose naval 
strength hitherto had been maintained on 
a “ Two-Power ’’ basis. 

Britain acquiesced in the American 
plan, and accepted the 5 :5 :3 ratio as a 
working basis for the naval armaments of 
herself, the United States and Japan. 
Afterwards there was some disagreement 
concerning the number and size of cruisers 
to be maintained by the three major 
Powers, and the Naval Conference in 
London four years ago was a failure. 
Nevertheless, Britain, the United States 
and Japan kept fairly closely to their 
original undertaking, and there seemed 
to be at least a chance that the move- 
ment in favour of naval disarmament 
would make progress. 
did everything in her power to help this 
movement. She went even farther than 
her Washington commitments, reducing 
her navy to the merest skeleton, to the 
marked concern of some of the Dominions. 
She even postponed the completion of her 
new naval base at Singapore, lest offence 
might be given to the United States or 
Japan, and generally observed her obliga- 
tions in the most punctilious way. Then 
came the Manchukuo incident. Japan first 
snapped her fingers in the face of the 
League of Nations, and then withdrew 
from Geneva, reserving to herself the 
fullest freédom of action in all respects. 
Apparently, one of them was the right to 
build ships of for the Japanese 
Government announced recently that it

proposed to continue its construction pro- 
gramme. No sooner had Japan taken 
this step than the United States decided 
to follow suit. The Naval Department 
has given orders for some thirty-two new 
warships, on twenty-one of which work is 
being started immediately. 

Does this programme portend another 
race in naval armaments? There can be 
little doubt that relations between Japan 
and the United States have been anything 
but cordial of recent years. Washington 
has resented. Japan's actions in Manchuria, 
and theré have been several ‘ incidents '' 
which, twenty years’ ago, almost certainly 
would have led to war. The people of the 
United States, however, are passing 
through difficult times. All their energies 
will be needed for the reconstruction of 
their shattered economy, and the Japanese 
have similar preoccupations. Neverthe- 
less, it is disquieting to find that these 
great nations are building warships, par- 
ticularly at a time when Britain is doing 
nothing. Britain's defences are in a parlous 
condition. Her army is a mere drop in the 
ocean of European militarism ; her navy is, 
weaker than ever it has been in recent 
history, and even the Royal Air Force is 
far below the strength that is necessary for 
We do not suggest 
that the British Government should follow 
the example of Japan and the United 
States, and spend large sums of money on 
the building of men-of-war. It simply

in the so-called slums,” says the report, 
“which are to be demolished, large 
living in conditions which ought not to 
be tolerated. They are living in decay- 
ing houses which are badly managed, 
inadequately repaired, and often grossly 
overcrowded.’’ There are laws which 
compel the landlords of working-class 
properties to keep them in order, but in 
many places the law is inadequately en- 
forced, and, even if it were enforced 
to-day, the remedy would come too late— 
for, says the report, ' there has grown 
up in too many districts a bad tradition 
between !‘andlord and tenant.’’ Lord 
Moyne’s Committee sees no remedy for 
these evils save in the compulsory acquisi- 
tion of such properties either by local 
authorities or by public utility societies. 
The owners first may be given the right 
to submit plans of their own for the 
improvement of their properties; but, if 
they refuse or neglect to submit such 
plans, the authorities may buy them out 
without let or hindrance. This is the 
basis of the plan; whose other features 
may be summarised as follows: Exchequer 
subsidies will be granted to provide new 
accommodation, in order that the old evil 
of overcrowding in the acquired properties 
may not persist. The acquired preperties 
must be reconditioned, and, in the Com. 
mittee’s view, ought to be managed on the 
‘Octavia Hill system '’—which stresses 
the importance of close personal contact 
between manager and tenant. Lastly, the 
entire scheme will be supervised by a 
Central Public Utility Council, consisting 
of five members. These recommenda- 
tions of Lord Moyne’s Committee are 
exceedingly important; for they cope with 
a problem which is only second in urgency 
to the problem of the slums themselves. 
Working-class property which is permitted 
to slide into decay very rapidly. becomes 
the nucleus of new slums, upsetting the 
work of the slum clearance authorities as 
soon as it has been accomplished, Perhaps, 
the.report will focus public attention in 
the Free State on this danger, which. 
eclipsed by the more instant pressure of 
the slum problem, has not yet reccived its 
due. 


The Boy Scouts, 


On the opening day of the Fourth World 
Jamboree in Hungary this week, more 
than 22,000 Boy Scouts marched past their 
foundér and leader, Lord Baden-Powell. 
This great parade, which was drawn from 
thirty-four countries, gives an indication 
of the place which the Scout movement 
has won for itself in the world’s eyes. 
When a first sight of its uniforms was 
vouchsafed to a critical and mildly 
amused public, few—the gallant founder 
himself was among the exceptions—could 
have foreseen that here was the nucleus of 
a movement which would spread to every 
country and unite boys of every creed and 
colour under its simple code of rules. 
Yet, given enthusiastic leadership, the 
seeds of great growth were in it from 
its first day. The outsider too often 
is inclined to be somewhat uncertain about 
the objects and aims of the Boy Scouts. 
He knows that they are accustomed to 
dispiay badges béstowed on the strength of 
proficiency in certain strange, if admir- 
able, accomplishments; and that they are 
required to perform one good deed every 
day. Misunderstanding of the last clause, 
with its slightly priggish assumption of 
conseious rectitude, probably has done 
more harm to the Scouts than the fulmi- 
nations of all those who see in their harm- 
less ranks a military organisation designed 
to provide cannon-fodder for the next war. 
Actually, the movement is based upon 
nothing more or less than an intimate 
understanding of the human boy. It 
provides him with a chance to be initiated 
into a society, to sleep in a tent, to track 
people and animals through undergrowth 
—to enjoy, in a word, all the deléivhts to 
which his natural instinct prompts him. 
If there were no Boy Scouts, he would 
make shift to do these things on his own 
account, with results annoying to the 
public at large and, perhaps, prejudicial 
to his own character. With no insistence 
upon the rigid discipline which is con- 
sidered necessary for cadets and other 
nestlings of war, the Scouts teach him the 
value of authority and instil into him 
those qualities of proper pride in his troop 
and himself which will make him, when he 
grows up, a dependable man and a good 
citizen,

Belfast Harbour. 


Belfast has been hit more directly, 
perhaps, than any other town in Ireland by 
economic distress. Her industries, impor- 
tant as they are, are few in number, and 
all of a kind to be affected at once by a 
general decline in trade. From the report 
of the annual inspection of Belfast 
Harbour, however, it is clear that the 
Commissioners have not given way to 
despair. In almost every department of 
the port’s many-sided life substantial 
progress has been made during the past 
lean year. One particularly ambitious 
enterprise—a channel which will give access 
to a new dock on the Antrim side—draws 
attention to the foresight which is a feature 
of the harbour administration. The cost 
of the channel will be some £400,000, of 


which about one-fifth has been expended 


since the last inspection. To devote such a 
sum to works which cannot be expected to 
produce any retiirn until the city enters 
upon better days is, indeed, to think 
ahead. We believe, however, that it is 
justified.

This was 
by special arrangement of the Great Southern 
Railway, made at the fequest of a number of 
the delegates. . ; 
. Dr. Drumm, inventor of the battery, tra- 
velled with the party. Professor J. J. Nolan, 
Mr. Sean OhUadhaigh, Mr. Warren Storey, 
Mr. T. J. O'Connell, General Secretary to the 
Irish National Teachers’ Organisatioh, and 
Mr. Cormac Breathnach were among those on 
the train. AG 

At Bray station, while the train was pre-: 
pared for the return journey, Mr. O'Connell 
introduced Professor Nolan to the party. He 
suid that Professor Nolan had been associ- 
ated with Dr. Drumm in the work of de- 
veloping the battery. 

Professor Nolan explained that they had 
been traveiling on a two-hundred tons train, 
accommodating four hundred people, for 
which the motive power was supplied by thirty- 
three tons of batteries. The train had been 
specially designed for this suburban service, 
There were, of course, other types of battery 
in existence, but it was safe to say that none 
could give the type of performance the Drumm 
train had given. It was unique of its kind. 


FROM LAB. TO RAIL, 


“Your interest,” Professor Nolan said, 
“ag primarily in education, and so is mine. 
In this train you have a very good example 
of the results to be obtained by co-operation 
between the academic world and that of 
nractical commerce. Some of your meetings 
have been held in University College, Dublin, 
From the laboratories there the scientific dis- 
coveries embodied in this train have come, 
hut these were of very little use until they 
were made practicable. here is a great 
difference hetween a test-tube and thirty-three 
tous of batteries. 

“Our train would have been impossible 
but for the co-operation and help freely given 
by the Government and the Great Southern 
Railways Company. Dr. Drumm realised 
that, if batteries were to be used as con- 
venient vehicles for electrical power, they 
should have the properties of getting this 
power in quickly, out quickly, and without 
serious loss. He had the courage to face that 
problem, and the genius—and, perhaps, good 
luck—to solve it ” 

The speaker said in conclusion that that 
was the first large-scale application of the 
battery. but they hoped that in a couple of 
years’ time such trains would be running not 
merely in Ireland but in every other country. 
They would direct the application of the 
battery in many fields. j 

Responding to calls of “ Drumm, Drumm,” 
the inventor said that he was proud to witness. 
these results of his efforts to contribute 
something to one of the outstanding problems 
of the world—that of traction. 

The delegates greeted with pleasure the 
announcement by Mr. O'Connell that Dr.

Housing. 


The Moyne Committee on Housing has 
presented its report and recommendations 
with commendable expedition. Its busi. 
ness has been to elucidate the best means 
by which people now inhabiting decayed 
nouses can be provided with better accom- 
modation. The wider question of slum 
clearances did not come within the purview 
of the Committee, since that old problem 
will be conquered by a national effort 
under the five-year plan of Sir E. Hilton 
Young, Minister of Health. Briefly, the 
Committee proposes that local authorities 
should be empowered to acquire dilapi- 
dated properties in the name of public 
utility societies, and that the management 
and control of properties so acquired shall 
be vested in the societies, subject to the 
general supervision of a public utility 
council, with powers to co-ordinate and 
stimulate the activities of all parties con- 
cerned, It is obvious that the success of 
these proposals will depend almost entirely 
on the amount of “ drive “” put into it by 
the societies and the controlling council.

ONTRACTS for twenty-two naval 
vessels have been awarded by the 
United States Navy Department to ship- 
building firms, and contracts for another 
fifteen, which will be built in navy yards, 
have been allotted. 

Work on many of the ships will begin 
immediately, providing work for thousands 
of men. 

About 46,000,000 dollars (£9,200,000 at 
par) will be spent this year, and a total 
of 000,000 dollars (£47,000,000) will 
be spent over a period of three years as 
part of the Government’s Public Work 
scheme, which amounts to 3,300,000,000 
dollars. ) 

This huge new naval construction pro- 
gramme follows closely on the heels of 
Japan’s notice to start naval building. — 

t is stated that the programme Is In- 
tended to give the United States fleet the 
strength allowed under the existing naval 
agreements. 

Most of the vessels will be destroyers of 
under 2,000 tons, but included in the pro- 
gramme are two aircraft-carriers of 15,000 
tons and four six-inch gun cruisers of 
10,000 tons, as well as submarines and 
gunboats.

AUTHORITIES REFUSE 
AN EXPLANATION.

ISTANBUL, Thursday. 


R. A. V. LANDER, the British repre 
sentative of Messrs. Vickers-Arm- 
strong in Turkey, was deported from the 
country to-night for reasons unknown. — 
Mr. Lander, who says that he will 
report to his company on the surprising 
events of the last twenty-four hours, left 
here at 7.23 this evening for Sofia, being 
seen off by the Vickers-Armstrong 
technical expert and by Mr. C. H. Page, 
of the British Consulate. He is being 
accompanied as far as the Bulgarian fron- 
tier by Turkish plain clothes detectives. 
Interviewed by Reuter’s Correspondent 
before his departure, Mr. Lander said, “ I 
am unable to say agything, as I am at a 
loss to understand what has happened. 
Mr. Lander, who has worked for Messrs. 
Vickers in Turkey since before the War, 
and has had charge of their interests since 
the War, only returned from London on 
Sunday last. On Tuesday he left Istanbul 
for Angora, where he has his head- 


quarters. 
FORCE THREATENED. 


Shortly after he arrived at his Angora 
office yesterday the ote arrived and 
ordered him to go to Istanbul. He asked 
why, but received no reply. He telephoned 
the Governor of Angora, with the same 
result. He was told that it was hoped 
that he would go quietly, as otherwise 
force would have to be employed. He 
arrived in Istanbul this morning, and was 
at once taken to the police headquarters, 
where he was informed that he must leave 
Turkey immediately. Again his request 
for information met with no reply. 

It is to be remarked that nothing had 
been given him in writing.

FORMATION FLYING. 


Lieutenant Twohig’s machine, an -Avro 
‘“Calet,’ was practising formation flying 
with six other aeroplanes near their aero- 
drome, Baldonnel, the headquarters of the 
Army Air Corps, when the wing of his 
machine touched that of the next aircraft 
in the formation. 

The aeroplane appeared to side-slip from 
the formation, which was flying at a 
height of several hundred feet at the 
time—estimates of the height of the aero- 
planes by people who saw them just before 
the accident differ widely, but it is believed 
that they were not less than five hundred 
feet above the ground—and before the 
pilot could regain control of the machiue 
it had struck the earth, and was com- 
pletely wrecked. i 

The ‘spot where the machine fell is 
about two miles from Baldonnel; and 
immediately that the aeroplane was seen 
to fall labourers working in a near-by 
field ran to the assistance of the pilot, 
Lieutenant Twohig’s aeroplane was of all- 
metal construction, and the men found 
him seriously injured and unconscious im 
the wreckage. Some of them quickly 
extricated him, while others rushed for 
medical aid and a priest. 

The Medical Officer from Baldonnel 
Acrodrome arrived with an ambulance, 
while Father Carty and the Chaplain 
from the aerodrome, Father Riordan, ad- 
ministered the Last Sacraments.

NINE ACQUITTALS AND 
MERCIFUL SENTENCES.

ALLAHABAD, Thursday. 


Nine of the prisoners in the Meerut 
conspiracy case have won their appeal, 
and were to-day acquitted by the Al- 
lahabad High Court. They include one 
Englishman, H. L. Hutchinson, and 
Mittra, who were formerly sentenced to 
four years’ rigorous imprisonment, and 
seven non-Communisis. 

Philip Spratt, another Englishman, who 
was formerly sentenced to transportation 
for twelve years, had his sentence re- 
duced to two years. BB. F. Bradley,.a 
third Englishman, who was sentenced to 
transportation for ten years, had his sen- 
tence reduced to one year. 

Shaukat Usmani, who was sentenced to 
ten years’ transportation, is now to serve 


three years. He was nominated as Com- 
munist candidate for Spen Valley against 
Sir John Simon in the 1929 elections. 
Muzaffar Ahmed, who received a sen- 
tence: of transportation for life, is now to 
serve a sentence of three years. Dange, 


who was given a sentence of twelve years’ 
transportation, is another to have his sen- 
tence reduced to three years. 

Seven others of the prisoners who had 
received varying sentences have had theirs 
reduced to one year each. | 
The judges, in announcing their de- 
cision, said that the prosecution was fully 
justified.

Instead, it has 
been discovered, she visited a fashionable 
hotel, where a wealthy young Frenchman 
with whom she had been friendly was living:

Ten minutes afterwards a shot was heard, 
and the girl was rushed to hospital, where

FREE STATE’S NEW TRADE 
CRITICISED.

The duty on imported meat being lower 
than that on live cattle, quantities of 
cattle for Great Britain are being killed 
in the Irish Free State and shipped as 
meat. Mutton and lamb are arriving at 
Liverpool and Birkenhead from Southern 
Ireland, in addition to beef. 

For the first time in history thrce truck 
loads of beef reached Liverpool .n Wed- 
nesday, and more is on the way. 

The new copereare is not only affecting 
the amount of duty paid, but is reducing 
the number of men employed in the live 
cattle trade at Liverpool and Birkenhead. 
It is feared that the movement will spread 
if the meat can be sold quickly enough. 

The general feeling in the trade is that 
unless the Government alter the tariffs 
the Free State exporters will kill . all 
their cattle and sheep in Ireland, and 
transport them to Great Britain as meat, 
and thus avoid the high tariffs, at the 
same time causing widespread unemploy- 
ment among the men at the ports who 
deal with live cattle from the Free State.

AN EXPERIENCED PILOT. 


The young pilot first joined the Army 
Air Corps in June, 1926, and since that 
time he has flown several hundred hours 
in the several different types of aircraft in 
use by the squadron at Baldonnel. Since 
the purchase of the Avro “ Cadet ’’ type of 
aeroplane, which are specially designed for 
training work, about a year ago, Lieu- 
fenant Twohig has flown them on many 
occasions. He was considered to be a fine 
officer and an excellent pilot by his 
brother-pilots in the Army Air Corps. 

The manceuvres which the aeroplanes 
have been carrying out in preparation for 
to-morrow’s display are part of the ordi- 
nary training of an Army Áir. Corps 
pilot. They included aerial fighting, 
aeroplanes attacking a bombing machine, 
and attacks on ground forces. At the 
time of the accident, however, the aircraft 
were engaged in the formation flying, 
which is carried out almost every day. 


THE ACCIDENT. 


How the wing of Lieutenant Twohig’s 
aeroplane struck that of his neighbour ‘is 
not very clear, as all the pilots in the 
formation were highly skilled and had 
considerable practice in this type of flying, 
which is the normal method used When a 
number of machines are in the air 
together. It is not unlikely, however, 
that the weather may have. been

AUTUMN ) CROCUS. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Timea the Garden Correspondent 
says -- 

Cross sativus, the Saffron Crocus, naturalised 
in the meadows about the town of Saffron 
Walden, to which, as a once prominent 
industry, it gave the name, was pro- 
bably introduced by monks from Italy, 
where it is indigenous. It is a pretty 
purple flowering autumn speces, with 
rich orange anthers, which constitute the 

saffron. and is well worth a place as a 
little colony at the rockery foot, where it 
will not be worried out of existence. A 
dozen of the corms* planted now should 
not be overlooked. Other ‘autumn and 
winter flowering kinds equally attractive 
are Crocus spéciosus in vivid violet-blue, 
C. zonatus, rose with orange zone, and 
imperatri, which gives its pretty striped 
flowers a little later, but should be 


planted now.
